County Budget 
Up 2 Million 
But Rate Down 


The tax rate per $100 assessed 
valuation to be levied by the 
county will be low er than for the 
last fiscal year—but the actual 
cash paid out will be higher, de­ 
pending on w hat you did with 
your property last year. However, 
the load will be distributed over 
a w ider range. 
The county’s prelim inary bud­ 
get, as revealed by County Aud­ 
itor Ray T. Hicks, w ill be $2,000,- 
0(J0 larger than last year—but 
the tax rate will be four cents 
lower. This is due, it w as ex­ 
plained, to the increases in as­ 
sessed valuation in the county 
and to higher balances held over 
from last year’s budget. 


THE TAX RATE levied by the 
county last year was $2.44. This 
year it is expected to be $2.40. 
W ith the city’s tax rate rem ain­ 
ing at $1 and a reduction ex­ 
pected in the school rate, Palm 
Springs residents w ill pay ac­ 
cording to a slightly reduced rate 
under last year. The 4-cent cut 
in the county rate will be offset 
by a slight increase in the flood 
district 
rate 
estim ated 
at 
six 
cents per $100 valuation but a 
slash in the school rate w ill again 
bring this down. 
The prilim inary budget w ill be 
ready for distribution to the pub­ 
lic on A ugust 8. 


HEARING on the prelim inary 
budget will be held ten days 
later, on A ugust 18 in the super­ 
visor’s 
cham bers 
at 
Riverside. 
U nder the law the final budget 
m ust be adopted before Sept. 1. 
Figures on the assessed valu­ 
ation of Palm Springs w ill be

TO WASHINGTON 


The next morning I had an ap­ 
pointment to see Alfred A. Cook 
in his offices in the Chase Nat­ 
ional Bank building in 
Wall 
Street. Imagine my surprise to 
find the president of the Desert 
Museum board, William Colburn, 
also there when I arrived. We all 
had a long chat together, about 
the future of the Museum and of 
Palm Springs. Mr. Cook is the 
father of Madelaine R. (“Madge”) 
Cook, who was one of the orig­ 
inal founders, you might well 
call them, of the Desert Museum, 
along with Mr. Slaven, Mr. Hoo­ 
ver, Mr. Pendery, and Miss Lil­ 
lian. She was certainly its strong­ 
est booster, right up to the time 
of her death last year. In her 
memory, Mr. Cook gave the Des­ 
ert Museum a donation of $10,­ 
000 for use in a permanent build­ 
ing. A memorial library has al­ 
ready been started in her name, 
also. 
Leaving Mr. Cook and Bill Col­ 
burn, Jim and I went across the 
street to the New York Stock 
Exchange and took the guided 
tour through that busy place. Up 
until this time, I had had only 
a vague notion of the mechanisms 
of stocks. But under the guidance 
of the lecturer—a woman, and a 
very attractive one, at that—it 
all became relatively simple, and 
not nearly as complicated as I 
had at first supposed. 


AN ART FAIR in Greenwich 
Village (where we were staying 
with Jim 's aunt and uncle) wás 
our next attraction. We strolled 
about, perhaps more interested in 
the artists by their works than in 
the 
canvasses 
themselves. 
No 
doubt if one had the time and 
money, he could pick up some 
quite nice pictures. I had neither. 
We were a bit reluctant to 
leave New York City, especially 
since we had become master of 
the subways, a no mean accomp­ 
lishment. There is an element of 
conquest in these subways. There 
are always a few anxious mom­ 
ents after they start before you 
can see the next stop flash-by and 
know you've gotten on the right 
one going in the right direction. 
Then you relax and resume your 
reading of the multi-colored ads 
arrayed in a tier all about the 
car. exactly as in a street-car. 
And there is the element of 
change, too. At every stop, new 
people get in and old ones get off. 
They regard you with as much 
disinterest as you must them. All 
sorts of people you see—and all 
nationalities. You hear all tongues 
spoken, even the famous Brook- 
lynese. 
But one day we decided we 
must move on, having spent a 
full week in the city. So we 
shoved off and were carried by 
the traffic through the Holland 
tunnel to the Jersey shore. Here 
we headed southward to Trenton, 
by-passing Philadelphia. At the 
outskirts of Washington, D. C., 
we veered north to Silver Springs, 
Maryland, which is on the very 
edge of Washington’s city limits. 
Here we stayed with Jim and 
Mina Huss. Jim was an old friend 


from the Yosemite Field School 
days away back in 1939, when we 
attended that Ranger-Naturalist 
training school together. I hadn't 
seen him since. They have a lit­ 
tle girl now. 


OUR FIRST DAY in Washing­ 
ton, I headed for the Smithson­ 
ian, where I was to meet Bill 
Colburn again. I found him in 
the office of Dr. Foshag, of whom 
I had often heard from his sis­ 
ter, who lived in Upland near 
my parents’ home and was often 
a house-guest. We chatted awhile 
and had a short conference with 
an ethnologist. We all went out 
for lunch. Then, joined by Mrs. 
Colburn, we walked over to the 
new National (Mellon) Art Gal- 
I lery. I have never seen such a 
' massive marble structure—nor as 
cold a one. It is truly a beauti­ 
ful edifice, and the art treasures 
housed within it are unbelievable. 
Yet, somehow it seemed a bit too 
cold. You were always conscious 
of the guards at every turn. You 
became aware of the clicks of 
your soles on the marble floor. 
Above all, you found most of the 
labels on the pictures hard to de­ 
cipher. 
We had dinner that night with 
the Huss’ and their neighbors— 
in the backyard 
outside under 
the trees. Next day, in spite of 
the rain, we went with the Husses 
across the Potonac river and 
down to Mount Vernon, Washing­ 
ton’s home place. However, it 
was raining so hard when we got 
there, we decided not to see it. 
A bit disappointed we returned 
home. 


THE FOLLOWING DAY we 
drove out to the great falls of 
the Potomac and took about a 4- 
mile hike along the river and 
through the forest. We were fol­ 
lowing a portion of the famous 
Appalachian hiking-trail. There 
was lots of poison ivy to walk 
through, and both Jim and I must 
be immune to its poison for it 
didn’t affect us at all. It was 
also our first experience with 
wood-ticks. Jim first found one 
on him, then we all thereafter, 
from time to time, found one of 
these little spider-like ticks crawl­ 
ing on our clothes, hunting for a 
place to get to the skin. Once 
they get to bare skin, you know, 
they dig right in, head first, and 
once that occurs, you must use 
caution in removing them or else

T he railroads have received 44 "rules” 
dem ands from the leaders of the oper­ 
ating unions . . . representing engi­ 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainm en 
an d sw itch m en . T h e y sa y th e y a re 
seeking only changes in working con­ 
ditions—n o t a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 


B ut w hat kind of rules are being 
asked for? T w en ty -eig h t of th e m 
would com pel railroads to pay m ore 
m oney for th e sam e, or less w ork; 
7 would require additional and u n - 
nefcessary m en to do the same work; 
th e rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices a t increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 


T he Union leaders dem and additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow­ 
ered train s—one full crew for every 
power u n it in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and a t least 8 brakem en, 
or a total of 20 m en instead of 5. 


“Made Work”-S h eer Waste 


T he Union leaders dem and th a t full- 
length freight trains be c u t to about 
half their length, even though such 
trains are m ost efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
tw ice as m a n y locom otives, w ould 
double the num ber of trains, and m ake 
accidents m ore likely. 
A dditional equipm ent, yards, an d 
other facilities required to take care of 
these short train s would cost hundreds 
o f millions. W hat th e U nion leaders 
really w ant is to m ake more jobs. 
T he Union leaders dem and th a t when 
a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another class, they 
will be paid n o t less th a n a d ay ’s pay 
for each class, even though all service 
is performed as a p art of the sam e d ay ’s 


work. The crew would get at least two 
clays’ p a y for one day's work. 
T he U nion leaders dem and th a t the 
present basic day for passenger con­ 


ductors and trainm en be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, w hich would have th e 
effect o f increasing their p a y 50%. 
Such a ru n often takes only tw o or 
three hours! 


You Can’t Afford This Waste 


D em ands like th ese are against th e 
In te re s ts of th e w hole A m erican 
people, who depend on railroad serv­ 
ice for nearly everything th ey eat, 
wear and use. 


These rules would cost A b i i .i .i o n d o l ­ 


l a r s annually—a gigantic w aste which 
neither th e railroads nor th e country 
can afford. 
R ailroad workers are good citizens 
and good employes, w ith pride in their 
calling. T heir record during th e w ar 
w as outstanding. W e do n o t believe 
they fully understand the “featherbed” 
rules w hich the U nion leaders are de­ 
m a n d in g . We do not b e liev e th e y 
understand the harm ful results which 
these rules would h ave to th e railroad 
industry, to the millions of m en and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to th e shipping and con­ 
sum ing public.

Here Cost $246 


Photostatic copies of carefully-kept expense accounts 
today had thrown new light on the part Palm Springs played 
in Howard Hughes’ operations with the government during 
the war—operations which are now under scrutiny of a sen­ 
ate investigating committee. 
______________ 


The accounts, kept by John M. 
Meyer, Hughes' right-hand man, 
who 
always 
“picked 
up 
the 
check" after parties staged for 
Julius A. Krug, secretary of the 
interior, revealed that the Palm 
Springs gathering was held 
at 
Rogers Stables on March 4. 1945, 
not at the Racquet Club as Judy 
Cook, entertainer, previously told 
newsmen. 


THE LOCAL PARTY cost Mr. 
Hughes $249.31, the expense ac­ 
count revealed. The affair was 
given in honor of Krug who at 
that time was an official on the 
War Production board. 
Present at the event, accord­ 
ing to Meyers, were Krug, Henry 
Nelson, chief of the WPB aircraft 
section; Morton Wilmer, assistant 
chief of the WPB aircraft section; 
W P Falck. utilities section chief 
for the WPB; Dr. L. H. Marks, 
Krug consultant; L. B. Dreves, 
WPB chief in southern California; 
Brig. Gen. E. W. Rawlins, army 
air force; and Col. H. A. Mc- 
Macin, Gen. Rawlins' aide. 


FIVE GIRLS were at the party, 
too. One of the girls was Judy 
Cook, subpoenaed to appear be­ 
fore the senate committee to de­ 
scribe the parties. She was paid 
S75.94 for her part in entertain­ 
ing the guests. Miss Cook is a 
professional swimmer and an act­ 
ress who put on diving and swim­ 
ming 
exhibitions 
for 
Hughes’ 
guests. According to Meyer, wo­ 
men in the party stayed at the 
Desert Inn, 
the 
men 
at 
the 
Racquet Club but the party was at 
The Stables. 
Miss Cook “broke” the story of 
the parties to Los Angeles news­ 
men who questioned her when it 
was known she had been sum­ 
moned before the senate com­ 
mittee. 


BIG NAMES are involved in 
I he quiz. Elliott Roosevelt and 
Faye Emerson were present be­ 
fore their wedding as were Jack 
Frye, former TWA president who 
served as best man at the Roose­ 
velt wedding and other promi­ 
nent figures.

Referendum Ruling 
Waited as Recall 
Petitions Grow 


With 
one 
petition 
affecting 
county legislation in the office of 
the state attorney general await­ 
ing a legal interpretation, others 
in circulation seeking the recall 
of three supervisors and the situa­ 
tion in the fourth supervisorial 
district 
somewhat chaotic, be­ 
cause of lack of a representative, 
the court house at Riverside had 
plenty to think about this week 
besides the heat. 
The referendum petition which 
attacks a recently-enacted county 
ordinance has 4,000 signatures. 
A question of its legality is in­ 
volved. 


THE OPINION from the state 
was requested by the Supervisors 
because the petition in question 
directly affected County Counsel 
Earl Redwine, who would nor­ 
mally have been called upon for 
the opinion. 
A question frequently claimed 
to be the key to the issue was 
whether or not a referendum pe­ 
tition could be directed against 
two parts of an ordinance rather 
than against the ordinance as a 
whole. In this case, the petition 
calls for a vote on two sections 
of Ordinance No. 329, to elimin­ 
ate the County Counsel’s office 
and prevent the employment of 
a County administrative officer. 


SIGNERS on the three recall 
petitions were reported by the 
sponsor, 
William E. 
Hornaday, 
who also started the referendum 
petitions, 
as 
follows: 
against 
Chairman W. V. Pittman, 773; 
against Supervisor A rthur Wei- 
rick, 
721; 
against 
Supervisor 
Floyd E. Gilmore, 448. In P itt­ 
man’s district approximately 1400 
signatures are required to force 
a recall election. Approximately 
900 are required in each of the 
other two districts. 
If recall elections are held, the 
same ballot will contain names 
of candidates to succeed the chal­ 
lenged incumbents. 
Thomas Wilks of Wildomar, 
rancher and bank director, is re­ 
portedly being urged to be a can­ 
didate in Weirick’s district. Paul 
Tibbets, Hemet, and John Han­ 
sen, Perris, and at least one other 
are being discussed as candidates 
in Gilmore’s district. 
No boom has been reported for 
any candidate in Pittm an’s dis­ 
trict.
